Chicago, Jan. 20.—Influenza in a mild 
form continued to xpread today at the 
rate of 1,100 new cahew every 24 hours. 
All available trained nurses were being 
mobilised by the health department to 
help combat the epidemic.

10,000 additional nur.sen would be needed, 
Dr. John Dili Robertson, health com 
mlsioner, announced. The 'total num- 
ber of Influenza cases exceeded 4,000.

Expert pathologist* are engaged In 
laboratory investigations with a view 
to creating: a definitely effective serUm 
against the spread of the contagion. , 
A campaign also is going on against!

During the last 48 hours 2279 
new cases of influenza were reported;, 
and the deaths numbered 26. There 
were 382 new cases of pneumonia and 
66 deaths.

TerUki, Finland, Monday, Jan. 19.— 
Russians who were deported from the 
United States xvere given what might 
be termed an official reception just out- 
side this village today. 
In the crowd 
that greeted Alexander Berkman. Emma 
Goldman and their "comrades" was BI. 
Zorien, members of the All Soviets' ex- 
ecutive committee who after a brief 
conference with Berkman agreed to per- 
mit the whole party te- enter Bolshevik 
Russia, 
"There is no question they will be, 


welcomed in Russia," said M. Zorien. 
"We will give them work according 
to their professions and trades, but 
first we must provide them with com- 
fortable homes and feed them well" 


Madame Gorky, wife of the novelist, 


paid when she met the deportees: 
"Russia opens her arms to all who are 


politically persecuted." 
There was a slight delay in* getting 


in touch with the Bolsheviki, who&e 
lines were about a mile dstance from 
the brook marking the frontier of Soviet 
territory. " 
When finally a conference had been 
arranged, Berkman 
accompanied by 
Finish officers and newspaper corre- 
spondents went out on the ice. meeting 
the Bolsheviki in the middle of the 
stream. 
Both parties conspicuously 
displayed white flags, the one carried 
•by the Bolsheviki soldiers being a table 
cloth tied to a red pole. After a short 
parley 
tfhe Soviet officers summoned 
the members of the Soviet committee 
of Petrograd " which includes Joseah 
Feinberger, British, tabor leader and M.. 
Zorien. Later the committee was con- 
ducted to Terijki, where a conference 
was held. 
-On Ah* .way back.io the.JtUIage. M* 
Zorien toM-Berfcman that Admiral Kol- 
chak had been made a prisoner hi Si- 
beria. This news was shouted to other 
deport tea "who were leaning out of the 
windows of the train and was received 
with cheers. 
Shortly after the decision to receive 
the Deportees was reached, the whole 
party detrained at a point where a wood 
road leaves the railway and runs to- 
wards the forest. A few who were un- 
able to walk were placed in sleighs. Fin- 
ish soldiers guarded the road and the 
transfer was made without a hitch. 
Captain Emil Nielsen, of the British 
Red Cross, entered Soviet Russia with 
the derortees for the purpose of arrang- 
ing a shipment of supplies to British 
prisoners. The train waited for him at 
Viborg and it was not until 9 o'clock 
this mornin? that it reached Terijki. 
"We require in return farming and 
agricultural implements, cloth, shoes, 
locomotives, motors, automobiles and 
medical supplies. Ship tonnage must 
be furnished by the allies as Russia's 
shipping has completely disappeared. 
We must import first in order to export 
Ships may enter Black, Baltic and 
White seaports loaded with goods needed 
by Rusiaa 
exports." 
Mr. Berenheitn would not say whether 
this tonnage had been promised b> 
Great Britain. 
The correspondent informed M. Berk- 


enheim that it was the belief in France 
that the Bolsheviki would supervise dis- 
tribution and allow goods to reach their 
adherents, while the rest of the pop* 
lace wight go barefooted. 


"Our stores are not under the control 


of the Bolsheviki." he replied. "When 
the Moscow government nationalized 
all stores and closed them, our stores 
continued business undisturbed. This 
was not through any undue friendship 
with the defacto government, but be- 
cause of the high esteem in which the 
cooperative societies are held by the 
population throughout Russia. Although 
the Moscow government considered us 
a somewhat reactionary organization 
and elaborated plans to close our stores, 
they were never put Into effect. We do 
not wish to enter into polities, but feel 
sure our headquarters in Moscow can 
reach a satisfactory agreement with 
Soviet authorities for an impartial di.s 
tribution.

MAKEPLANSFOR

IN SOVIET RUSSIA 


Russian Organization Puts 


Over Plan to Exchange 


Goods. 


Needs Farming Implements, 


Clothing, Shoes and 


Other Goods. 


Paris, Jan. 19.—Elaborate plans for 


the resumption of commercial relations 
between* the Russian people and allied 
nations have been worked out and it is 
expected the" Bolshevikl will permit the 
free interchange of manufactured goods 
and raw" materials. 


It will be a *6mpartively simple mat- 


ter to distribute goods am6ng the Rus- 
sian people under the agreement an- 
nounced last Friday by the supreme 
council,' it is said by Russians who as- 
sisted in the negotiations that preceded 
the announcement. Surplus stocks of 
wheat, flax and lumber await export 
from Russia and all that is needed is 
orean tonnage to carry these products 
to the markets of the world. 
Details of the plan to be followed 
were gi\en the Associated Press today 
by Alexander M. -Berkenheim and Con- 
stantino 
KTrovopouskoff, 
respectively 


president and member of the foreign 
board of the 
Russian Co-operative 


Union, through which trade will be car- 
ried on 
They conducted the negotia- 
tions with the supreme council which 
brought about the adoption of a policy 
reversing that followed by the allies 
during the last two years. 
"It must be understood the agree- 
ment bad no political character what- 
soever," said M. Berkenheim. "It is 
merely economic, financial and human- 
itarian arrangement. 
Russian co-oper- 
ative ' unions, organized SO years ago, 
now number 500 branches and have 50,- 
000 local societies with 25,000,000 mem- 
bers. These societies operate through 
Russia, whether under Bolshevik rule 
or controlled by other groups. It is a 
sort of Russian economic Red Cross. 
''In February. 1919, we .laid before 
the British foreign office and also be- 
fore the secretary of Premier Lloyd 
George our plan for the exchange of 
Russian raw material for manufactured 
goods from allied countries. M. Kro-

"This plan is very simple. We have 


in Russia 
great stocks of wheat, 
cereals, cattle and flax which, owing 
to the complete suppression of expor- 
tation during the last few years and the 
record crop of 1919 are now larger than 
Russia ever disposed of previous to 
the war. 
"Three problems must be met in or- 
der to arrive at an exchange of goods. 
First transportation of raw material 
outside of Russia; second, the mode of 
payment to the Russian producer, and 
third, distribution of imported goods to 
Russian consumers.

Bill Is introduced In House

Columbus, Jan. 20. — A bill to amend 


the Smith one per cent law to permit 
levies for sinking fund and an interest 
charges to be made outside the ten 
mill limitation of this, law and a tem- 
porary relief measure for cities to take 
care of deficiencies for 1920 was intto- 
duced in the house this morning by 
Representative 
Beetham of Harrison 
county. The bill to change the Smith 
law will be taken up in caucus Of Re- 
publicans in the house late today,, at 
which time, it was said, rural forces 
will insist upon amendments limiting 
the time when cities may exceed the 
present limitations of the Smith law 
to a period of* two to five years. 
The temporary relief measure intro- 
duced today is similar to the act passed 
last year for 1919. It merely author- 
izes cities to sell bonds for the purpose 
of funding deficiencies up to July 1, 
1920, 
and levy taxes for them outside 
the ten mill limitations of the Smith 
law. 


The house was to take up the bill to 
change the Smith law late today, fallow- 
ing an address before the house by 
John F. Kramer, national prohibition 
commissioner. 


Rural 
forces in the house are ex- 
pected to oppose a permanent lifting of 
the Smith 
law limitation and ar -a 
counter 
proposition may favor an 
amendment which would provide* for 
removal of sinking fund and interest 
charges for a period of two to five 
years. It is believed that the latter 
proposal will prevail, <and it is the 
hope of leaders to -dispose of the' entire 
taxation problem this week. 
For the permanent taxation program, 
the committee has under consideration 
a proposal to amend the constitution 
by exempting personal, property from 
taxation and; the writing of a tA* luni-. 
tatlon on real estate into the constitu- 
tion. An income tax law could then be 
imposed on personal incomes. The 
plan is similar to the Wisconsin plan 
ot -taxation and has been -auggdMBO. 'by 
Xi. J. Taber, master* of tite State Grange. 


The committee on state emnlojjres sal- 
aries was expected to make It* rtpjxt 
today. In addition to recommending 
increases the committee is expected to 
suggest legislation to provide for addi- 
tional revenues to meet the salary In- 
creases. A tax of one per cent- -en all 
minerals produced in the state, estimat- 
ed to raise more tr/n $1,000,000. and a 
new cigaret tax estimated

$800,000, are among the proposals of 
the committee.

COUNTRY IS PROSPEROUS. 


Fluctuations in the volume of postal 


matter have always corresponded rather 
closely to the losses and gains of general 
business. In seasons of prosperity the 
mails increase in quantity, and there is 
a greater use of all the postal facilities 
—money orders, registration, 
special 


delivery and parcel post. 
In periods 


of depression there is a decline in postal 
activities as in every 
other line of 


business. 


The volume of Christmas mail in 1919 


was a reliable index, then, of commer- 
cial and industrial conditions in this 
country- 
It 
indicated a widespread 


prosperity. Reports from the principal 
postal gateway showed large increase 
to every class of matter. In some in- 
stances the quantities of mail handed 
in given cities as much as 125 per cent 
above those received and despatched in 
the corresponding three weeks of 1918. 
For the entire country the volume of 
postal business was not leas than 25 per 
cent more than in the relative period 
of the previous year.

be compensated. 
But as a whole di-

transported in that way with much 
less equipment and labor. 


It ought to be possible to save the 


gains that were made under public 
operation, while 
returning to the 


greater efficiency that can be expect- 
e'l under the stimulus of indivual am- 
bition and private ownership.

City Engineer C. H. Wells submitted 
a statement of the Improvements cqm- 
pleted under the supervision of the di- 
vision of engineering during the past 
year. There were -6,667 miles of sewers 
completed at a cost to the city of $20,- 
200 33, the sidewalks laid, 0.528 of a 
mile cost $1,970.71. There was 22,767 
square yards of street paving repairs 
which cost $15.699.88. 
Last May the county commissioners 


notified the city council that they would 
no longer continue to construct or re- 
pair bridges, except at East Main street, 
West Main street, South Second street. 
National Drive, North Fourth street 
and bridges over the Ohio canal at Wil- 
son street and Wehrle avenue. 
This 
:ransfers 
responsibility 
for 
twenty- 
wo bridges to the city. The city en- 
gineer at once made a complete inspec- 
ion of these bridges and found it would 
ake $7,555.85 to put them in good-con- 
dition and that $5.23&32 was the smaV- 
est sum that would serve to do the ne- 
cessary work. These figures were sub- 
mitted to the finance committee of the 
council and only $1,500 was appropriat- 
ed. $845.37 of this sum was expended 
for necesary repairs, and no other re- 
pairs were undertaken on account of 
Inadequate funds, and because of the 
legal question of the responsibility of 
the city for these bridges. 
We have 
recently been advised the attorney gen- 
eral that the city is responsible. 
Only 


$750 has been appropriated for the main- 
tenance and repair of bridges and this 
sum is undoubtedly too small for ab- 
solutely necessary repairs. Of particu- 
lar importance is the repair of the Fleek 
avenue bridge which is unsafe for heav- 
ily loaded vehicles and is marked by a 
sign which reads, "Unsafe, heavy load- 
ed wagons and motor trucks cross at 
own risk."
